In oth- 
er words,'the public holds the inven- 
tories instead of the manufacturer.

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' CONVICT LABOR IN RUSSIA 


A committee of congress has re,- 


quested that the- secretary of the trea- 
sury take immediate action to stop the 
importation of lumber and pulpwood 
from Soviet Russia, because most of 
it is produced by convict labor. Under 
the Smoot-Hawley Act the treasury is 
empowered to put an embargo on 
goods where it can prove them to have 
been made by forced labor, and bills 
are now pending before the House 
Ways and Means committee seeking 
to put an embargo on all lumber and 
pulpwood from Russia. 


The New York Times reports in 


great detail the result of an investiga- 
tion made and filed with the state de- 
partment by Carl W. Bahr, special in- 
vestigator of the National Lumber as- 
sociation. Mr. Bahr has recently vis- 
ited nine European countries, and has 
affidavits from many persons who es- 
caped from the convict camps of North 
Russia, which give evidence of the ter- 
rible conditions under which these peo- 
ple are forced to labor. He reports that 
the entire northern region is covered, 
with convict camps full of political or 
anti-Soviet prisoners. These men work 
under armed guards and are forced to 
perform inhuman tasks, failure to per- 
form which is often punished by death. 


Confirmation of the conditions cited 


by Mr. Bahr is contained in a special' 


_ xeport to the Christian Science Moni- 


tor by a former member of the Ogpu, 
the secret police, who escaped to Fin- 
land. This man quotes Ogpu records 
showing that on May 1,1930 there were 
662,200 prisoners in the Soviet Union, 
among whom the mortaEty rate is very 
high.- 
- 


It is reported that in the winter of 


1929-1930 there were no fewer than 


" 72,000 "casualties" in camps. One of- 


ficial expressed concern that the high 
mortality might bring an inquiry from 
Moscow, but the Ogpu chairman re- 
plied with a grin, "You know we only 
supply you with counter-revolution- 
aries'and other enemies of the Soviet." 


The details of the food these convicts 


are compelled to eat and the inhuman 
treatment received is beyond expres- 
sion. If conditions are half as bad as 
reportedj the United States govern- 


--—ment should take immediate action. 


The Soviet newspapers deny all of 
these allegations, but it is well known 
that labor is conscripted for all man- 
ner off work, with severe penalties for 
.failure to comply. The many reports 
coming out of Russia confirming the 
conditions stated above have the ring 
of truth, and the United States should 
place the burden on them to show that 
lumber and pulpwood, or any other 


' products, are produced under proper 


conditions, before they shall be admit- 
ted into this country. 


A DAMAGING DISPATCH 


That was an amusing little story that 


came out" of Seattle the other day; 
amusing, but capable of doing a great 
deal of harm. 


The story told how several hundred 


jobless men paraded the city and sent 
a delegation of nine in to call on the 
.mayor. The nine Trent to the mayor 
and demanded that the city find §5,- 
000,000 for unemployment relief. The 
mayor countered by offering the nine 
men jobs in the city water and street 
departments, at S4.5Q a da}-—and the 
delegates, disappointed, went away, 


Undoubtedly there are cases in which 


designing schemers have put them- 
selves at the head of unemployment 
demonstrations; and in such cases an 
offer of real work is the best possible 
way of checkmating them. But to as- 
sume from this story that most of the 
idle and htrngry men in the country do 
not real!}' want work and wouldn't 
take it if they could get it—as many 
people will assume, from reading the 
story—is to commit a fearful error. 
Unemployment is widespread and it 
lias caused real distress. It is to be 
hoped no one will be led lo underesti- 
mate the seriousness of the situation 
by reading the dispatch cited here. 


BERMUDA 1931 MODEL 


There is something of more than 


fleeting interest in that Associated 
Press dispatch from Bermuda, not so 
far off the Florida shores, about the 
railway employe, Will Wright/who 
was fined'$50 by an indignant court, 
with the alternative of two weeks in 
jail, for driving a tractor in Southamp- 
ton Parish, with confiscation and de- 
struction of the tractor in the bar- 
gain ; for back in 1908 Bermuda enacted 
a law forbidding automobiles on its 
roads and Mr. Wright is but the sec- 
ond person in the intervening twenty- 
two years who has dared to toy with 
the legislative enactment. 


The people of Bermuda, almost en- 


tirely of English ancestry, are in dead- 
ly earnest about preserving the past. 
Only last year their assembly defeated 
a measure designed to permit auto- 
mobiles for physicians' use. The Ber- 
mudians knew that would be an en- 
tering wedge,' although they have 
made one exception in permitting a 
single motor ambulance. 


Bermuda has looked at us, our mo- 


tored civilization, and found it without 
lure or attraction. It revels in the fact 
that in such respects it is clinging to 
the customs and manners of its grand- 
fathers. It loves to do what it knows 
its grandfathers did. In most respects 
it is alertly abreast of the times. It 
accepts sanitation, medical science and 
other advancements as worthy and 
makes a place for them but it weighs 
every deviation with cold and skepti- 
cal eye and inquires,—wherein lies the 
advantage? 
After its inquiries con- 


cerning automobiles it prohibited them. 
It has seen no reason to alter its opin- 
ion. 
When you say that the motor 


provides speed, Bermuda replies that 
speed makes for hardening of the ar- 
teries. When you say that it affects 
and increases business, Bermuda re- 
plies that business got along well 
enough b.efore the motor came. When 
you say that it has enhanced profits, 
Bermuda replies that man's happiness 
is not to be measured by gold. 


There are many who, like the Ber- 


mudians, would be glad to turn the 
roads back over thirty years, trade ce- 
ment for the quiet gravel turnpikes, 
the latest model roadster for a spank- 
ing team of bays. It would be a slower 
life but was it not at least as happy? 
Then the traveler stopped once in a 
while to feast his eyes upon the sturdy 
oak or e'm or pick a nosegay of wild - 
flowers. He often pulled in his horses 
at the spring to quaff a cool drink and 
treat his" steeds in similar manner. 
Bank balances then were lower but 
bread was as good. Factory smoke did 
not so cloud the sky but clothes were 
as warm. Filling stations did not 
adorn our corners but. hearts were as 
true. 
Y"es, there are many, most of 


those who lived then, who would wil- 
lingly trade today for the days of the 
nineties and ask nothing to boot. 


But we are all mere travelers on a 


mighty, rapid river, a Colorado, bear- 
ing up breathlessly and tumultuously 
onward. The individual has no chance 
of going elsewhere than with the cur- 
rent, whatever his wishes may be. And 
since he cannot have the 
reality of 


what he most craves for,—unless he 
takes a trip to Bermuda,—he may have 
the surcease that comes from musing 
on those days, days when there was 
more of peace and rest and quiet, days 
of homely fare, patched pants and 
corn cob pipes, but "regular" days, 
withal.

The German lealth 
authorities 


carriew out many experiments on 
animals and on men, feeding them, 
over months, rather larger doses of 
aluminum than could ever be. acci- 
dentally ingested in or with 
food 


cooked or served in aluminum con- 
ainers and found that even after 
a year of this, there was no more 
iian the normal trace of aluminum 
to be found in the blood, or in the 
issues of such animals or men. "We 
all have a trace of aluminum, cop- 
ier, etc., in our blood. 


So the Germans conclude that 


there is no 
objection from 
the 


health point of view, against the 
use of aluminum ware. 


ISTow in Sweden they hand-le these 


little problems in a scientific fash- 
ion, too. Many of our skinny, frail, 
undernourished readers have been 
all bet up by the sugestion publish- 
ed here from time to-time, that a 
course of insulin treatment is fine 
to help an extremely underweight 
individual lay on a little flesh, no 
matter if there Is no tendency to- 
ward diabetes at all. Quite a few of 
the poor skinny weights have even 
mustered courage to -go and ask 
their physicians what about this in- 
sulin treatment, and I regret to 
learn that quite a few of the doc- 
tors so approached have betrayed 
their ineptitude and- general Incapa- 
city by laughing the idea away, or 
even telling the patient insulin is 
never given except for diabetes, and 
here and thers some ham healer 
has assured the patient that insulin 
would be dangrerous if administered 
to one who lias not diabetes.

In Washington

Washington—One of the most mild- 


mannered and quiet men in the 
United States senate—Arthur Cap- 
per of Kansas—has ahead of him a 
task that bids fair to assume stag- 
gering proportions. 


He is chairman of a sub-commit- 


tee of the senate agriculture com- 
mittee which will inquire into food 
prices. They will try to determine, 
for example, why the price of bread 
has not followed the price of wheat 
downward. 


Since he first offered his resolu- 


tion to conduct an inquiry into bread 
prices in the District of Columbia, 
the scope of the inquiry has been so 
widened that before his committee 
gets through a general food invest- 
igation may be had. 


The senate already has authorized 


the Capper committ >e to look into 
the situation as regards sugar. There 
are pending resolutions which would 
include milk and all dairy products, 
as well as meat and meat products. 


With a trained investigator and 


515,000, Senator Capper and his com- 
mittee already are hard at work.

gray hair, he is one of the most in- 
conspicuous men in the senate. He 
speaks rarely on the floor. 


He is a great lover of children. 


Childless himself, he has done things 
•for the children of Kansas which 
have endeared him to the hearts of 
many. Every year he "adopts" the 
entira Juvenile population of his 
country for" one day. His fi'st "birth- 
day party" was given July 14, 1910, 
and each year since then he has in- 
vited all the children of the country 
to a fete in a Topeka park, throwing 
open every concession booth to them. 


He holds open an offer to any 


crippled child in Kansas'to come to a 
ai^as City hospital at his expense, 


and his benevolences in this direc- 
tion reach many children. He in also

What A Street! 


"Where the barber colleges offer 


free shaves and haircuts (presum- 
ably by the freshman class), where 
Chinatown begins, where tattooers 
offer their services, where cheap 
lunchrooms advertise "fried liver, 
onions and coffee 15c," where almost 
every other door leads upstairs to, a 
"hotel" that has beds or "rooms" :at 
25c to 50c—that's the Bowery. 


But it also is still a street of trade. 


And what a street! 


Long gone are the days of the 


Bowery's fame as a primrose path, 
where the town blades painted the 
night a ruby hue, between theater 
and barroom. That was 50 years ago, 
and Broadway since has taken over 
the trappings of gaiety. 


Now the Bowery nights are sodden

down to Nassau street Into a little 
shop merely for the convenience of 
old customers. 


Like the drug store's trade, Bene- 


dict's in last years has been about 
90 per cent Chinese. 


But the trade of Callahan the Hat- 


ter, a 70-year-old store, run now by 
James Galvin, is mostly Irish and 
Italian. A huge mirror covering the 
entire back wall was a news item. 
when it was imported from Paris 70 
years ago. 


Alfred E. Smith's first brown

PETITION DENIED 


ASKING REFUND OF 


INHERITANCE TAX 


Late John Stevens Made 


Gifts in Contemplation of 
Death, Judge Rules 


Neenah—Judge Dan MacDonald in 


county court Friday denied the pe- 
tition seeking refund of state In- 
heritance tax paid on ?250,000 pre- 
sented to children of the late John 
Stevens, Neenah, -who died in 1920. 
The court held the gifts -were made 
in contemplation of death- 


Acording to statement of counsel 


at the time of the bearing, Dec. 4 
and 5, more than $10,000 is involved. 
There also were other gifts, but the 
state conceded taxes on these were 
unlawfully assessed. 


The case came to court on petition 


of John Stevens, Jr., Appleton, a 
son, 
and a. trustee under the "will. 


Gifts of $50,000 each -were made on 
Sept. 25, 1918, to the five children, 
Ellen S. Gould, Schuyler Stevens, 
Mary M. Ilsley, Jessica S. Kelly and 
John Stevens, Jr. 


Question of taxability of the gifts 


had been before the county court 
in 1921 and there was an appeal to 
the state supreme court. The state 
was paid under the terms of the de- 
cision of the supreme court. The 
law at that time had a. 
six-year 


clause, arbitrarily providing there 
could be a finding of gift in contem- 
plation of death if death occurred 
within six years.' The United States 
supreme court, however, held that 
this law was unconstitutional. 
A 


statute enacted in 1929 made it pos- 
sible for the heirs to seek recovery 
of this allegedly illegal tax. 


Judge McDonald held the chief 


question before him 
was 
as to 


whether the deceased knew his own 
physical condition at the time he 
gave his children the money, and 
whether it made him apprehensive 
and constiuted an impelling force 
in the making of the gift. 


Mr- Stevens died Aug. 5, 1020 and 


it appeared from the evidence he 
had been ill several years. 
Testi- 


mony was that members of his fam- 
ily and friends did not know what 
ailed him, hut" thought he was suf- 
fering from asthma. 


The court referred to this testi- 


mony and to that regarding a fish- 
ing trip in July, 1918, -when Mr. Stev- 
ens became ill. The judge stated in 
ills decision it appeared that from 
that date, Mr. Stevens took vii with 
his son, John, Jr., the mattar of 
property division, and the money 
was turned 
over Sept. 25, 1918. 


Judge Ivle'Ccnald "pointed' out that 
thi-j constituted a material part of 
his estate and referred to testimony 
where Mr. Stevens was quoted as 
saying he might live five days or 
he might live five years. The .uagre 
stated tbaf he concluded that Mr. 
Sreveiis was aware of his phys:cal 
co'nditiGp, while the members of his 
family appeared ignorant of it, and 
that the division of his property waj 
influenced by that knowledge.

Child Stupid 


BY ANGELO PATKI 


It is very easy to lose patience 


and call a child stupid. Usually It 
is a mistake. 


"Now 
watch me. Put this thread 


over; now pull this one under; now 
holding this one firmly in the right 
hand slip this one under, in between, 
over, under and up and pull. So. 
Now you do it. 


The child fumbled badly. 
"My, 
how can you be so stupid? 


Watch me. It is so easy. 
Now 


then. Put this thread over. . . ." 


Each time the Instructor gave 


the directions, the self-same direc- 
tions' word by word-, the child tried 
to. make the knot and failed. Each 
time that happened'the teacher's im- 
patience Increased and her voice took 
on more power until she was shout- 
ing. But the child never tied that 
knot. 


When you begin to call a child 


stupid because he does hot get the 
idea you offer, stop where you are. 
Think how you felt when the teach- 
er asked you to translate a new 
passage. Remember your ^bewilder- 
ment, your utter helplessness. Even 
when the" passage was read to you 
there was no answer in your mind. 
You could not even hear the foreign 
words. 


Or maybe somebody tried to teach 


you tatting. It looked so easy. Did 
you get that knot to slip along the 
thread the first time? Or" the sec- 
ond? ' Did you-feel stupid? You felt 
helpless but you knew you were not 
stupid.'' If only the teacher would 
be a little more patient. If only she 
would 'show you move by move,, 
thread by thread, you could get it. 


So can the child. It is just as 


hard for him to catch a new idea as 
it is for you. Instead of losing pa- 
tience and calling him stupid search 
for a starting place, and- then step 
by step, slowly, \gently, clearly lead 
him along. Interest yourself in his 
struggles. 
Catch up his faltering 


thought and strengthen it. Hold his 
hand .ever the hard place. Forget 
yourself and think into his mind and 
so, move with him. You will be 
amazed to discover how very- bright 
and quick he really is, and what a 
splendid teacher you are. 


It is a good thing for teachers 


and parents to study something new 
every year. Nothing- gives one such 
insight into the difficulties of the 
children as experiencing difficulty o'f 
the same sort oneself. 


"You can't do that problem? My 


joodness, a boy like you ought to do 
that in his head." 


"You 
think it's so easy? Suppose 


you try it."

Urge Cooperation as Method 


to Fight Newest Peril 


to Rural Districts 


BY W. F. TVINSBY 


Farmers In this vicinity who are 


having difficulty 
In paying their 


taxea, Interest and 
other 
farm 


debts from the proceeds of the sale 
of milk, eggs, poultry and livestock 
are wondering just how closely their 
plight Is connected with the number 
of abandoned farms In the county 
and -with chain farming in parts of 
Wisconsin and other states. 


Speakers are calling the attention 


of farmers to the fact that the loss 
in Outagamie-co from 1925 to 1930 
was 371 farms, according to a re- 
cent report of the bureau of census 
Washington, D. C. In 1920, Outa- 
gamie-co had 3,746 farms, in 1925 
3,825 
farms, 
and in 1930, 3,458 


farms. The loss of that staggering 
total is a 
community 
calamity. 


There must be some removable rea- 
son for other losses or for any loss 
The speakers are saying that the 
reason is the unfair division of the 
consumer's dollar between the farm- 


in products of the 
er and dealer 
farms. 


One of the speakers at the dairy 


meetings now being held in Outa- 
gamie-co showed how 10 farms in- 
cluding 1,200 acres in the south part 
of Wisconsin were picked up by the 
chain system from the farmers at 
low figures because the owners at 
the prevailing prices of farm pro- 
ducts could not make both 
ends 


meet, and how the farmers 
are 


working regularly or as often, 
as 


their help is in demand for the 
chain, system. 
He described 
how 


the farm work was done by the 
chain system with tractors and ex- 
pensive farm machinery that the 
former owners of the 10 farms could 
not buy. He said that he believeci 
that the chain system at work on 
those 1,200 acres 
could produce 


milk and other farm products much 
more economically than individual 
farmers. 
He deplored the passing 


of the rural community, however, 
and declared the chain was' of no 
service to the business men, banks 
or to the remaining- people about 
the chain farm. 
To prevent 
the 


spread of the chain system of farm- 
ing over Wisconsin, the speakers 
lecommended cooperative marketing 
of farm products. 


There are five of these chain sys- 


tems operating in Kansas. 
The 


largest chain farm 
contains 
156 


farms of 320 acies each or a total 
of 60,000 acres. 
The other cfiain 


farms are not quite so large. Indi- 
vidual companies promoted by local 
business men picked up the farms 
at small cost after they were aban- 
doned or the owners were unable to 
go on at prevailing- prices. In the 
area- of these farms the homes are 
-locked up or demolished and the 
families have disappeared. „ . 


"Perliaps"a fairer division of the 


dollar the consumer paid for the 
products of those unfortunate Kan- 
sas farmers would have kept them 
and their families on their farms 
to succeed and prosper. 


The plan proposed by the speak- 


er, the Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture, the 
state department of 


markets and the federal farm board, 
is to help farmers in cooperative 
marketing of farm prodhcts. 


The dairy farmers of Outagamie- 


co now have a chance to unit and 
to try out the cooperative market- 
ing of their dairy products.

SILVER CUM 


Recent 
Recovery in 
Re- 


sponse to United Efforts 


to Check Fall

The recovery o£ li cents an ounce in 
the price o£ silver this week, after 
it had reached the shilling value in 
London, is in response to the first 
definite plans that have been propos- 
ed to check the fall in the metal by 
withholding supplies and to the re- 
port of the 
senate committee on 


foreign relations. The senate com- 
mittee's - effort is to stabilize silver 
and in this way bring about an up- 
lift in the countries whose economic 
condition today is mainly due to the 
extremely low price of silver. 


It is also not improbable that more 


may be heard shortly (of a substan- 
tial loan to China by the United 
States, Canada and Great Britain to 
help that country out of the 
diffi- 


culties that have been caused by de- 
preciation in the white metal. 


The decline in silver has been one 


of the most notable and far reaching 
in all those values that have been 
affected in the past few years by 
overproduction or a change in the 
customs or tastes of a nation. From 
1925 
to the end of 1930 there was a 


drop in the yearly average price of 
silver metal from about 69 cents an 
ounce to around 3S cents. 


Last December the average quota- 


tion dropped to 32.63 cents 
after 


having been 45 the previous Janu- 
ary. It was supposed that this ex- 
treme fall, following the decline in 
the previous five'years, meant that 
silver had about reached 
its ir- 


reducible minimum. However, since 
the first of this year it had- been 
dropping day by day until it reach- 
ed the figure of about 26 cents an 
ounce Monday, when- the first evi- 
dence of support appeared. 


The serious consequences of silver 


depreciation on the business life of 
India, China, Mexico and some of the 
South American countries has been 
recognized as one of the leading f 
tors in the world-wide depression. 
.Recently Mexico asked for. a two- 
year moratorium on her debts to the 
United States in consequence of the 
debased price of silver metal. Dif- 
ficulties - attending payment of in- 
terest on the external debts of South 
American countries are somewhat 
linked up with this same situation. 
It has been evident recently that a 
crisis in the affair of many nations 
was approaching- 
and that some 


means would have to be discovered 
to check the fall in silver. The 
most concrete suggestion 
so far 


made has been that of withholding 
sales of silver by India, but in money 
centers it is doubted if sucli an ar- 
rangement can be permanently ef- 
fected. 


, * Output Drops Slowly 
In 1930 the world's production of 


silver was about 244,000,000 ounces. 
About 40 per cent of this came from 
Mexico and 20 per cent from the 
United States. 
Another 20 per ctnt 


was the_yield».of the mines- in. Can- 
ada and in South 
America, with 


Peru the largest producer in the 
southern continent. Last year's out- 
put -was only 65 per cent less than 
that in 1929 and did not appear to 
be influenced as much as had been 
anticipated by the average decline 
'In price of 15 cents an ounce dur- 
ing- the year.' This was due prin- 
cipally to the steady output of Mexi- 
can mines while those of the United- 
States' and Peru were being- read- 
justed sharply to the 
new price 


situation. 
From, reports 
received 


recently it is apparent that Mexico 
this year is again producing on a 
considerable scale in spite of the 
heavy drop in silver metal since the 
end of 1930. Canada has also been 
a. large producer due to activity in 
other metals where silver is a by- 
product. 


Due to general trade conditions, 


the demand for silver in industry 
has fallen off about 20 per cent. At 
present retailers of sterling silver 
ancr silver plated ware are offering 
these goods at -what are regarded 
as the biggest bargains that the 
trade in this 
country has

known.
